NFORMATION FOR THOSE WHO WISH 
TO SECURE HOMESTEADS.

A Waahington attorney with opportunities 
for obtaining correct knowledge on the sub- 
ject has publish!- 1 a book on public land*. 
The goveniineut retains some land iu Ala- 
bama, Florida, Mississippi, Ohio, Indiana, 
lllrnot*. Michigan, Wisconsin, Alaska and all 
tbe states and territories west of the Missis- 
sippi river excepting Texaa and Indian ter- 
ritory. Application baa been made to the 
general land nfftcs in Washington for the 
few remaining acre* in Ohio, Indiana and 
Illinois. The other Hates and tern tori*, ar* 
divided into districts, in each of which is a 
land office, preside I over by two officers, 
known respectively as register and 
receiver. They are agent* or sales- 
men for th* government and when 
sales made by them are approved 
by the commissioner of too general land 
office in Washington, patents or dreJs for 
the land are issued to the buyers. Ijind 
ii. ay be secured under tbe homestead, pre. 
r-mption mid timber culture laws as wed as 
it public sale and private entry.
